This is in response to applicant's petition filed on October 5, 2007, to request that the 
Information Disclosure Statement filed December 28, 2001 be considered by the 
examiner. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

As stated by Petitioner, an Information Disclosure Statement was filed on December 28, 
2001 , and petitioner has included a copy of this IDS along with a copy of a date- 
stamped filing receipt evidencing this filing. 

A review of the file record indicates that, in the examiner's first action mailed December 
23, 2005, the examiner objected to this IDS and stated that it failed to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP 609 because the applicant failed to provide 
an English translation of the reference. The examiner then indicated that the reference 
cited on the IDS has not been considered. In applicant's response to this, filed March 
23, 2006, applicant stated that a statement of relevancy was filed along with the IDS on 
October 28, 2001 . Examiner then acknowledged this in the final rejection mailed June 
16, 2006, withdrew the objection, however, failed to consider the reference cited on the 
IDS. 



MPEP 609.04(a)(lll) states that "Each information disclosure statement must further 
includes a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently understood by the 
individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the content of the 
information listed that is not in the English language" . 

Since applicant has provided the concise explanation of relevance for the non-English 
language information, the examiner was directed to consider the cited reference and 
has mailed a communication on 29 April 2008 indicating that the reference has been 
considered.
